ACT OF CHARITY FATAL

Poisoning Contracted from Pa-
tient Kills Doctor.

[By Telegraph to Thes Tribune. )

Pittsburgh, May d0.—Suffering from
blood poisoning, which he contracted
while treating a charity patlent, Dr.
Hugh Baker, of Connellsville, Penn.,
way admitted on May 18 to the Mercy
Hospital here. His case recelved ex-
pert treatment in vain, and last night,
after he had been taken to Wilmington,
Del., at his expressed wish, he died, a
martyr to benevolence,

It wns Dr. Baker's alm to give treat-
ment to those who could not afford to
engage a skllled physician and yet most
needed one. He was born in Wilming-
ton in 1874
